Often the poisons are 
kept in the house in unabeled contain- 
ers, and jre freqaentUy hear of a case 
whera-aome piersoQ mistakes a poison- 
ous preparation for some harmless 
powder. People are too careless about 
these things. P oi s eaoas preparations 
are a necessity on every farm, but that

Ibe only 
safe plan to foUpir is to have a place 
espedally for tfaeas mixtures where 
dohben can't got at t hsoi. Keep then 
under lock and key. And when through 
with a box that has contained some 
pmson put it into Uie stove hMhiad of 
tossing it into the yard.

In many towns throughout the coun- 
try bands of "boy scouts" are being 
organized. The youngsters are provid- 
ed with natty khaki uniforms and ac- 
coutrements and present qaite a mar- 
tial appearance. 

The scout movement has been devel 

oped first in England and later in 
America 1^ Ernest Seton Thompson 
and General Bailen Powell, and its 
motto is, "Be Prepared,"— for any- 
thing. It is not a militafy movement. 

Scouts are first initiated as "tender- 
foot" scouts and after they have learn- 
ed to do certain things the^ nugr be ad- 
vaced to "second class" scouts and 
later to "first class ' scouts. Exami- 
nations are necessary before these pro- 
motions, so that by the time a boy be- 
comes a first class scout he knows how 
to do loto of things in emergencies that 
his elders generally know little about. , 
Everything the scout learns is* prac- 
tical. I 

Boy scouts are at all times subject to 
and guided by the "Scouts Law" and it 
won't hurt you to learn the scout law 
from your boy. This is something of 
what the seoat law contains: | 

"A scout's honor is to be trusted. If 
a scout says upon his honor that a thing 
is so, it is so. If a scout were to tell a 
lie when placed upon his honor he 
could be directed to hand over his scout 
badge aad cease to be a seoat. I 

"A acotttdoes his duty. If in doubt 
which of two things to do he stops and 
asks himself. "Which one is my doty? 
and does that one. I 

"A scout is courteous, and helpful to 
old people, cripples, si^ or any one 
needing help, and tries to do somebody 
a good turn every day. He never ac- 
cepts pay for acconunodating people or 
doing little favors. ^ 

' 'A scout is loyal to God, his country, 
his employers, his parents, and he will 
stick to them throagh thick and thin. 

"A sooat is cheerful. If given an or 
der he must carry it out; if he does not 
like it he may come back after he has 
carried it o t and state hia reasons 
against it. He nevea goes about tlrings 
in a hang-dog sort of way. 

"A seoat is respectful to all. The 
penalty for sv.-earing is to have a cup 
of water poured down the sleeve by the 
other scouts. 

•'A scout is thrifty. He saves his 
money so that he can be able to toke 
care of himself at aH timaa and bie able 
to help others when sick or ^toibled,"
